For in his Younger time, before his 
many, great and deep Sufferings and 
Travels had enfeebled his Bedy for 
Itinerant Services, he /aboured much in 
the Mord and Doctrine, and Diſcipline, 
in Exgland, Scotland and Ireland; turn- 
ing many to God, and confirming thoſe 
that were conviaced of the Truth, and 
ſet ling Good Order, as to Church Affairs, 
among them. And towards the Con- 
cluſion of his Travelling Services, he- 
tween the Years Seventy One and Se- 
venty Seven, he Viſited the Churches 
of Chriſt in the Plantations in Ame 
rica, and in the United Provinces, and 
Germany, as his Journal Relates; to 
the Convincement and Conſolation of 
many. After that time he chiefly re- 
ſided in and about the City of London 
and befides his Labour in the Mini- 
ſtry, which was Frequent and Ser- 
viceable, He writ much, both to them 
that are within, and thoſs that are 
without the Communion.
